HE King's Levee.—Buckingham Palace, for the 
first time in twenty years, was on Monday last the 
scene of the brilliant ceremony known as a Levée, 
held by the King. The Prirce of Wales, Prince 
Christian, .Mr. Balfour, ,Lord Roberts, Lord 

Lansdowne, Lord Spencer, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Mr, John Morley, and a large attendance of members of 
the Diplomatic Corps attended on His Majesty, who, 
attired in Field-Marshal’s uniform and looking remarkably 
well, entered the Hall of Levée at noon. Quite a feature 
was the large number of motor-cars used by the King's 
guests: the scene outside the Palate while the company 
assembled being strikingly novel and picturesque. The 
Eu! of Arran, who was on duty with the Life Guards, 
experienced a slight mishap in the Palace Courtyard. A 
cab collided with his charger, and the rider, taken unawares, 
was thrown to the ground. Happily, however, he sustained 
no mo:e serious injury than a slight shaking. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s Home - Coming.—Great 
reparations are being made at Madeira, Southampton, in 
London, and at Birmingham to give the Colonial Secretary 

a royal weleome upon his return to this country next month. 
"There will be the usual presentations of addresses, the be- 
stowal of freedom of cities, and in addition it is proposed to 
entertain Mr. and Mrs. Chamberlain at the Mansion House 
or the Guildhall, when the Court of Common Council of 
London will present a congratulatory address and entertain 
the distinguished visitors to luncheon. At Cape Town, last 
Saturday, Mr. Chamberlain received a deputation from 
the South African Party, which is the new name for the 
Africander Bond. Mr. Hofmeyer, the Bond leader, assured 
the Colonial Secretary that he would use his influence 
to moderate racial antagonism between British and Dutch 
throughout South Africa. Mr. Chamberlain, in reply, 
said he accepted the assurances of Mr. Hofineyer with 
satisfaction; but when he looked at the address which had 
been presented to him, he could not help feeling that the 
practice of the party did not entirely correspond with its 
principles. . They have asked for an inquiry into the whole 
working of martial law. This was not practicable. It

The Imperial troops and the 
Riata Kabyles together attacked the Sonaca Kubyles, 
among whom Bu Hamara had taken refuge, Reports 
received by the Jews of Melilla aver that the Pretender 
must have perished in this battle. Telegrams from Tangier 
announce that in a recent battle between the Sultan’s 
troops and the rebels the former fled in panic, and General 
El Menebhi, the Movrish Minister of War, was obliged to fire 

n his men in order to prevent a disgraceful stampede, 
The downfall of the Pretender is attributed in some 
quarters to his having demanded from the Shereefs of 
Wazan the expulsion of all Europeans from the country. 
This, he was informed, was impracticable, 


Largest Ship in the W'orld.—The new White 
Star liner Cedric, the largest ship in the world. has just 
completed her maiden voyage from Liverpool to New York. 
Her passengers speak in enthusiastic terms of the ship, 
which they siy was as steady as a rock throughout the 
voyage, not a single person on board being seasick. 
Although she met with some breezes, not a drop of water 
came aboard, and all agreed that the maximum of comfort 
in ocean travelling had been attained. 


Fighting in Venezuela. — President Castro's 
Government has published a protest to the United States 
and the European Powers generally complaining that the 
ships captured during the recent blockade have not yet 
been returned. The reply of the Allies is that Port of 
Spain is nominated as the port of delivery and that the 
vessels in question will be sent there in due course. A 
telegram from Caracas states that the revolutionary 
Generals Montil'o and Solagnie were defeated at Urachiche 
by General Gonzalez Pacheco. The battle lasted three

within the time specified by contract. In finding that the 
Spaniards were entitled by the contract terms to £500 
a week for 135 weeks, the learned Judge remarked that it 
was more than probable that if the Spanish Government 
had, even in the spring of 1897, been in a position to 
establish an effective blockade round the coast of Cuba 
against the unloading of munitions of war, the Cuban 
insurrection might have been crushed and American 
intervention avoided.

Dynamite Fxplosion at Devonport. — The Cor- 
poration sewage works at Devonport were the scene last 
week of a terrific explosion. A shed in which a chest of 
dynamite was stored caught fire, and the workmen failing 
to remove the chest, it exploded with tremendous force, 
blowing the shed to atoms.

Adrift on the Ice,—Telegrams from Helsingfors, 
on the coast of Finland, report-a terrible-catastrophe.

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&ome two hundred and fifty men were fishing from the ice 
which skirts the shore at this season of the year, when 
a large ex of frozen water near the lighthouse at 
Romero suddenly became detached and drifted out to sea. 
Vessels were sent from the nearest port to rescue the men, 
but returned after having searched all night in vain. The 
fishermen were thus exposed to severe ips, even if 
the floes on which they were remained afloat. As but few 
vessels cross that part of the Baltic at this season, the 
gravest fears are entertained in regard to the safety of 
the men, 


Perils of the Sea.—Near the dreaded rocks, the 
Manacles, on the coast of Cornwall, the fine four-masted 
ship, Clan Graham, of Glasgow, was driven ashore last 
Saturday during a strong gale. Life -boats at once put 
off to the rescue from Coveraek and Porthoustock, and, 
after a hard struggle, ‘succeeded in reaching the ship. 
Meanwhile, the tugs Victor, Triton, and Penguin, of 
Falmouth, had come up, but, owing to the heavy seas, 
were unable toget alongside the Olan Graham. Ultimately, 
ropes were made fast, and, after a gallant struggle, the 
ship was towed off from the Lowlands ledge, upon which 
she had grounded, and convoyed to Falmouth. The crew 
of the Clan Graham stoutly refused to leave their vessel, 
and are to be congratulated upon their happy release from 
the perils of one of the most dangerous spots around the 
coast of the British Islands. The Manacles have for 
centuries been regarded as fatal to vessels which failed to 
clear them, only one other case being on record of a ship's 
getting off. Hardy coasters and smugglers of old time used 
t» have a saying, * Once inside the Manacles, you never 
get free again.” 


Trage?y in Barracks.—A painful impression has 
been created in Preston by the arrest of two gunners— 
William Hudson and Cyrio Owen, 7th Depot Royal Field 
Artillery—on suspicion of causing the death of Bombardier 
Shortt, who last week was found dead in his bed at Fulwood 
Barracks, Preston, having been shot through the head with 
a bullet from a Lee-Metford Rifle. Hudson and Owen 
were brought before the local magistrates this week, and 
Hudson was remanded until after the coroner’s inquiry, 
Owen, against whom the police offered no evidence, 
having been previously discharged. Gunner Matthew 
Mathews said on Feb. 16 he went with Hudson and other 
men to Preston. On their return to barracks as they 
pissed the quarters occupied by Shortt, Hudson remarked, 
"I'll do for Shortt.” The next morning at 7.15 witness 
went round to see Hudson, and while there Owen came ia 
and asked for his carbine. Hudson, after cleaning the 
weapon, handed it back to Owen, and at the same time told 
the witness in a low voice that he ** had done for Shortt,” 
rising his arm and showing how the deed had been done. 
Asked if he had anything to say, Hudson, who had been 
perfectly cool throughout the hearing, answered quietly, 
* Nothing." 


Extraordinary Society Law Case.—One of the 
most remarkable cases ever discussed in an English Court 
of Law has been before Sir F. Jeune in the Divorce Court 
this week. — Briefly, the point at issue is the possession of 
the child of Lady Granville Gordon, who in 1901 was 
divorced from her then husband, Mr. ‘‘ Eric " Gordon, and 
sub-equently married to Lord Granville Gordon, brother of 
the Marquis of Huntly and cousin of Lady Gordon's first 
husband. Lord Granville Gordon was co-respondent in 
Mr. Erie Gordon's divorce action, and it has been admitted 
in court that his intimate relations with the lady who is 
now his wife began prior to her marriage with his cousin 
and continued right up to the time of the divorce. When 
the decree nisi was pronounced Mr. Eric Gordon was given 
the custody of the child, a little girl, but Lady Gordon 
now contends that there was an agreement between 
herself and her first husband that the child should be 
given up to her irrespective of any order from the court. 
She further asserts that Mr. Eric Gordon knew of her 
intimaey with Lord Granville Gordon, and that he was the 
father of tle chill. In support of this contention, Mr. 
Rufus Isaacs, K.C., counsel for Lady Gordon, on Tuesday 
read a letter written from the Continent after the decree 
nisi, in which the lady begged Mr. Erie Gordon not to keep 
her ont of England and prevent her marriage with Lord 
Granville Gordon. The letter continued —'* I swear baby 
is Granville's child. If she is not, may I die to-morrow 
She is not your child. Do not ruin two miserable lives." 
Lady Granville Gordon, in reply to counsel, said she firmly 
believed the statements in the letter just read. "The child 
had no resemblance to Mr. Eric Gordon's family. It 
resembled herself, and had eyes hnd hands like those of 
Lord Granville Gordon. The case was further adjourned. 


“Spooks” in Court.—In the Chancery Court this 
week Mr. Henry Cavendish, a young gentleman of fortune, 
seeks to set aside a settlement made*by him in favour of

obtained by this growth. These methods are to be com- 
mended, for the neatness'they give the trees, to those 
who grow fruit for the table and kitchen.
